Keep Vitamins 
In Home-Canned 
Tomatoes 


The tomato rates resp ect because 
it is chuckful of vitamins (A a i C), 
those invisible sp ark p luus that ket p 
one feeling fit. 
Because tomatoes are an imp or­ 
tant food, it is imp erative that every 
one not needed for imi 
te u e 
be saved by canning, but they must 
be canned right, else there will be

little or no vitamin C left in them. 
Undue ex p osure to air after the skins 
are removed and over-cooking in an 
uncovered container destroy vitamin 
C. This is one reason that tomatoes 
ihould be p rep ared and canned as 
quickly as p ossible. 
Usually whole 
tomatoes have more food value than 
tomato juice, p artly because a con­ 
siderable amount of vitamin A is 
Ibst in the p ulp that fails to go 
through the strainer when the juice 


is macfe, but mainly because greater 
ex p osure to air destroy s vitamin C. 
If y ou want first-class canned to­ 
matoes, use freshly gathered, firm- 
rip e, sound fruit—one small bad sp ot 
can ruin a whole batch. 
Wash the 
tomatoes before scalding; scald a 
few at a time. 
Remove all core, 
slip off the skins, and cut away 
green sp ots. Pack the tomatoes tight 
into clean hot jars—this is best done 
by p ressing each tomato down w'ith 
a wooden sp oon. Add salt to season 
to suit y our taste—the usual amount 
is one teasp oon to the quart. 
Seal 
jars according to manufacturer’s in­ 
structions and p rocess 35 minutes in 
hot water bath. 
If tomatoes are 
not fresh from the garden, p rocess 
45 minutes. 
No juice can be better than the 
fruit from which it is made, so be 
sure to use strictly fresh, firm-rip e, 
red tomatoes, which are free from 
all decay . Wash well and cut away 
any green sp ots or weather cracks. 
Weather cracks are those sp lits that 
form around the stem ends when 
hot sunshine followfs a hard rain. 
Such tomatoes are unfit for canning 
or juice unless used immediately 
after p icking. 
Leave the tomatoes 
whole and steam or bake them until 
they are soft; then p ress through a 
fine sieve, p referably a cone-shap ed 
one; reheat the juice to simmering; 
p our into sterilized ]ars and p rocess 
30 minutes at simmering. The p ulp 
will sep arate from the juice unless 
a very fine sieve is used or if too 
much heat is ap p lied at any time. 
Oh. so y ou boil the juice in an op en 
kettle until it is thick‘., Well, that’s a 
fine way to get rid of most of those 
p recious vitamins. 
The best tasting juice is that made 
by p ressing whole home canned to­ 
matoes through a sieve just before 
serving. Any seasonings liked may 
be added before canning but the 
juice will be better if seasonings, 
ex cep t salt, are added when the 
juice is op ened for serving, and even 
the salt may be left out.

As 2,000,000 volunteers swung into line to put over the Third 
War Loan campaign, they were met with helping hands from 
millions of workers in the home front production battle, and 
cheers of encouragement from men on the fighting fronts—to 
whom the success of the Third War Loan is literally a matter of 
life and death.

This week has caused most Amer­ 
icans to sit up and take notice

fronts. The chief interest has been 
with our men, some of the 36th Di­ 
vision and the 45th, both containing 
Texas boys close to our hearts. 
Italy is the battle field 
for 
the 
present. While the British and 
the 
Canadians attack the German held 
territory on the toe and heel in the 
foot of Italy the main invasion 
at­ 
tack by the Americans with quite 
a lot of British and Canadians 
hit 
perhaps too far north on the main­ 
land, at Salerno, with the object, it 
would seem to 
help 
the 
British 
Eighth Army cut off as many 
Ger­ 
mans as possible before they could 
retreat to stronger positions in the 
north. Tuesday of this week 
the 
reports of pending disaster to our 
forces sent a cold chill 
of 
silence 
into everybody who gave a thought 
to the importance of the situation. 
Wednesday the tension eased, 
be­ 
cause, while the folks 
back 
home 
were so tense 
and 
anxious, 
the 
American Air Forces from 
every­ 
where General 
Eisenhower 
could 
find them, were thrown against the 
Germans for 2000 sorties all 
day 
Tuesday. Our men seemed to hold 
the beach head and inflicted terri­ 
ble damage on the Germans, as well 
as taking it themselves. It was, for 
that matter a deciding battle. If our 
forces give the Germans a good de­ 
feat as they start 
through 
Italy, 
the farther the Americans 
go 
the 
more effective they will become. 
So right here let's 
realize 
that 
the war is not won. 
The Germans 
have built up such a huge machine, 
have conquered so many nations and 
robbed them of re sources, and hold 
so many strong points till it is go­ 
ing to take some of the hardest bat­ 
tling this world 
has yet 
seen 
to 


crush them. And crush them must 
be the way to bring peace, be it 
one month, or one year 
or 
ten 
years. The price will be heavy 
in 
any case, and the quicker we throw 
against them more than it takes the 
quicker it will be over and less the 
cost in lives. Money cost should not 
be considered for 
our 
money 
is 
worth nothing if we are defeated. 
When Italy if fully taken it will 
afford a great step towards Berlin. 
Air forces will be able to reach every 
corner of the German-held territory 
when Italy is fully in our hands. Al­ 
ready the greatest naval victory in 
history is in the lap of the 
Allied 
Nations, even greater than that we 
got over Germany in the first World 
War. Only this— time must pass be­ 
fore the fruits of that victory for 
us is felt in Germany. In the mean­ 
time, here in this United States we 
shall not let our men 
down 
any­ 
where, politics to the wind, and let 
us go full out. 
Congress is again in session, 
we 
shall hear a lot of wrangling, schem­ 
ing for “position” for 
ear-tickling 
back home, to down the “other side” 
to hold this and that. As Congress­ 
man Russell said here in Hamlin a 
few days ago, mistakes have been 
made in the greatest movement for 
defense this nation ever took, but 
at the same time the greatest job 
has been done and is being finished 
than was ever accomplished by any 
pe pie in all the world. All is 
not 
wrong by any means. The oceans art 
being cleared of enemy ships, more 
and more vast expanses of shore­ 
line comes under our guns 
each 
week, our men 
are 
trained 
and 
toughened as much or more so than 
any soldiers in all the world.

are not whining and grumbling about 
the job they are DOING and will 
DO. Back 
home 
the 
number

More Goods For Civilians 
Civilians will soon get more cook­ 
ing utensils, lamps, 
lanterns, 
bed 
springs, innerspring mattresses, non­ 
electric razors, rt.zor blades, 
plated 
silverware, 
brushes, 
nails, 
tacks, 
boilers, radiators, furnaces, 
screen 
cloth, and other kitchen and 
house­ 
hold articles as a result of a recent 
WPB directive, 
which 
reserved 
a 
portion of the production of approx­ 
imately 30 types of products for civ­ 
ilian use. The directive prohibits gov­ 
ernment agencies from buying g ods 
set aside for civilians. 


Arm y Rebuilds Shoes 
Approximately six and a half mil­ 
lion pairs o f army shoes will be re­ 
built during the present fiscal year at 
plants under 
supervision 
of 
the 
Quartermaster Corps, Army Service 
Forces, in Buford, Ga., and Hanni­ 
bal, Mn. The rebuilding operation in 
one year will save the government 
approximately seven million dollars, 
and will conserve nearly 20 million 
square feet of leather. Army shoes 
usually are resoled twice, then sent 
to Buford or Hannibal for rebuild­ 


ing. The rebuilt shoes look and wear 
like the original article and usually 
are more comfortable because 
they 
have been broken in. 


Discharged Men Return U niform s 
Many honorably 
discharged 
en­ 
listed men of the army are volun­ 
tarily returning their issued clothing 
to the army, thereby saving clothing 
stocks, according to the War Depart­ 
ment. Former soldiers desiring 
to 
return their uniforms 
should 
ad* 
dress a package to the Commanding 
Officer of the army installation near­ 
est their homes. The box should 
be 
marked “Attention; 
Quartermaster, 
Clothing and Equipage Classification 
Officer.” Those who do not desire to 
pay the cost of transportation may 
return the clothing by turning over 
any properly addressed package, not 
over 30 pounds, to the nearest Rail­ 
way Express Agency office for col­ 
lect shipment 
at 
government 
ex­ 
pense. 
D ruggists C ontribute Q uinine 
With the compliments of the na­ 
tion’s druggists, more than l l mil­ 
lion five-grain doses of quinine are 
now on their way to join the war 
against maleria. Because seizure of 
the Netherlands East Indies cut off 
90 per cent of the source of quinine 
supply, the army called upon 
the 
nation’s druggists to make contribu­ 
tions. An appreciable quantity 
of 
the quinine donated was 
produced 
by Germany and Japan, and it now 
will assist in the war to defeat those 
nations. 


Gun C overs Protect Bibles 
Bibles which are placed on 
every 
life raft and life boat on army trans­ 
port vessels are being protected from 
the effects of salt water by the same 
type of cover that protects pistols, 
rifles and machine guns in landing 
operations. Curiously 
enough, 
the 
covers used for pistols are of exactly 
the right'size for copies of the bible, 
and have been adopted by the Chap­ 
lains Corps as a standard protective 
covering for them. The covers were 
developed 
by 
the 
Quartermaster 
Corps from 
a pliable, 
transparent, 
waterproof film 
known 
as 
vinyl. 
They are buoyant enough to float 
the bibles if they are accidentally 
dropped overboard or washed out of 
the rafts in heavy seas. 


Public May G et C opper W ire 
The public may purchase copper 
wire without restriction from retail­ 
ers, electricians, radio repair 
men 
and others who sell it. Under a new 
WPB regulation any retailer or re­ 
pair man may order 
up 
to 
$100 
worth copper wire for delivery dur­ 
ing any calendar quarter. Civilians 
must use this with care, WPB offic­ 
ials pointed out, as it will be needed 
to cover all essential repairs for gen­ 
eral public use.
